Washington.—-It was the Intention of 


the Democratic and Republican polltl- 
cal.-managers to maintain congression- 
al-committee headquarters here until 
congress adjourns, but Mr. Wijson has 
put legislation ahead of politics and so 
the . committees' secretaries and lieu- 
tenants will.be sent into the center of 
things probably long in advance of the 
departure of the committees' chair- 
men, who are members of congress. 


President Wilson's Insistence that 


anti-trust and rural credit bills shall 
be passed before he will consent to re- 
lease congress from its labors has 
forced senators and representatives of 
the : three parties to the -conclusion 
that campaigning work must begin 
after the Tegular order of things, even 
If they cannot get away to help in the 
work of "supervision. 


The headquarters tents of the chief- 
tains of the congressional committees 
of the Democratic and Republican par- 
ties soon will be struck and be moved 
either to New York or Chicago. The 
camp of the Progressives, which has 
been maintained in Washington for 
some time, also will be moved to one 
or the''other of the cities named. The 
campers are tired of waiting on the 
adjournment of congress. 


Hope has come to the Republicans 


and Progressives that they may profit 
in the campaign by the opposition to 
the administration's stand for repeal 
of the tolls exemption provision of the 
Panama canal act. 
The Progressives 


had issues enough perhaps without the 
one which has been added recently, 
but to the Republicans it has come as 
an offer of frankincense and myrrh. 
The Democrats, however, say their Re- 
publican opponents will get nothing 
but a smell out of it. At any rate, the 
raising of the issue has stimulated the

on the government reservations.

cers on detached service will be the 
only ones to whom the order will not 
apply, unless It shall be construed, 
because when they are absent from 
government quarters they are allowed 
to draw money for rent, that their 
louses and fiats for which the govern 
ment pays the rental, are to be con 
sidered government territory. 


From the * earliest days there has 


been a government regulation forbid- 
ding the use of Intoxicating liquors by 
cadets of Annapolis and West Point. 
If a West Point student breaks tho 
regulation, and presumably tho same 
rule applies to Annapolis, the offend- 
er Is "dismissed from, the service. The 
possession of liquor Is made a dls 
missal offense. 
As soon as a boy 


graduates, however, and goes to his 
army post he can get all the liquor 
he wants unrestricted except by tho 
regulation which provides punishment 
for intoxication. 


There has been less and less drink- 


Ing In both army -and navy as the 
years have gone on. Perhaps there 
are no more teetotalers than in former 
days; but hard drinking Is frownefJ 
upon and In many cases commanding 
officers drink absolutely nothing at 
their tables In order that a good ex- 
ample may be set their juniors. 


Expansion Talk Deplored. 


Is it the "manifest destiny" of the 


United States to rule all the countries 
south of the Rio Grande to tho lino 
marked by the Panama canal? 
Re- 


cently several men In Washington, one 
of them a senator of the United States, 
have given expression to views which 
would make It seem that they think 
the answer to this question Is "yes." 


Glacials in Washington show that 


they are somewhat disturbed by this 
kind of talk from men in public life 
Perhaps the disturbed officials believe 
as do the men who have been talking 
but they hold that It Is rather bad 
form, especially In view of the trou 
bled conditions in Mexico, to say 
things which would make more hos 
tile to the American people than it has 
been the feeling of the Spanish-Amer 
lean peoples in the Central American 
republics. 
It Was a good many years ago that 


the bureau of American Republics was 
established in Washington. It Is now 
called the Pan-American union. It Is 
housed In the most beautiful structure 
in the capital city, and Its activities 
are many. The bureau was formed 
for tne purpose of making more cor 
dial the relations between the coun 
triesiof the Western hemisphere. Tho 
idea (originated with James G. Blaino 
and ever since bis day the work of tho 
organization has been in progress. I 
has had the support in money and 
seemingly in sympathy of all the re- 
publics of the West. It has been a 
hard; fight to secure the good will 01 
the smaller American governments 
which always have been more or lesi 
jealous of tho power of the Unitec 
States. Many .of the countries to «n- 
south of us always have seemed to 
think that Uncle Sam is more or less 
of a bully. 


Alarms Small Republic*. 


It Is pretty well known that men 


who are interested In-the work^of the 
Pan-American union feel that expres 
slons from public men tending to make 
it appear tha.t eventually tho United 
States will dominate its smaller North 
American neighbors wlH set back the 
work'of the union and -make It neces 
sary to bring all the smaller countries 
again -into a condition of mental reas- 
surance. The work of the union has 
been that of the upbuilding of .trade 
tho securing of concessions for Amerl 
cans and of bringing about something 
resembling cordial relations between 
the countries from the south of Chilr 
to the north of this big republic. 


When Elihu Root was secretary o 


state he visited several South Amerl 
can countries and did a good deal, bo 
cause the results were plain, to briny 
about some kind of an understanding 
of the real attitude of this country to 
ward its sister republics. In a short 
time Secretary of State Bryan is tx 
visit South America on an errand o 
like intent. Theodore Roosevelt ha 
been, talking to tho South American 
recently. The speeches of former Sec 
retary of State Root and of the prea 
dent who appointed him to office, an 
the forthcoming speeches of Mr. Bry 
an probably will be found to be of th 
same general nature.

Frederick Weyerhaeuser came to 


this country as a laborer. .When he 
married he was earning $1 a day 
working on the slab pile of a sawmill 
at Rock- Island. Those who appraise 
fortune, largely invested in" growing 
timber, as potentially worth $1,000,- 
000,000, do undoubtedly exaggerate 
—but the figure itself is not material. 
'From a brewery hand to one of the 
.richest men in the world is the span 
of the career of Frederick Weyer- 
haeuser. By our laws we threw away 
the legitimate interest of the people 
in our great forests, and Mr. Weyer- 
haeuser picked it up:' That a. German 
immigrant boy could amass such a 
fortune in 50 years is. quite to .his 
credit, but it is vastly more to .the 
discredit of the laws which allowed 
him to do It. 
Pie died the greatest 


monopolist of our forests, but it was 
not the fault of Weyerhaeuser that 
we threw them away. He took them 
over, and is said to. have been rather 
in advance of the age in conserving 
them. 
Possibly it is better for the 


nation for a Weyerhaeuser to own 
$40,000,000 worth of our children's 
heritage in forests and mines than to 
have it distributed among 400 less 
efficient men, each owning timber 
lands to the value .of $100,000. Whe- 
ther this great natural .resource be- 
longs in morals to the Weyerhaeuser 
heirs is a question for the future. 
The generation which allowed him to 
acquire the title to it acted for itself 
—and professedly for all future gen- 
erations; but future generations were 
not consulted, and may have some- 
thing to say for their claims. "The 
•earth hath He given to the children 
of men"—hot some of the children of 
men, 
and not alone to the generation 


of the children of men who allowed 
Mr. Weyerhaeuser to acquire the pa- 
per title to the forests of a continent. 
The future will probably try titles 
with the Weyerhaeusers and their 
like In one way or another.—Colliers.

The purpose of this study Is to 


di^cp\er the points: of_ excellence 
and defects in existing local methods 
of building and maintaining roads 
which will aid the State authorities 
to put local load management on a 
systematized basis. The cooperating 
State authorities have been asked to 
designate counties that present typ- 
ical and exceptional leatures as to 
topography, character of road ma- 
terials, methods of const] uction and 
maintenance, administrative organi- 
zation, methods of road financing, 
and traffic conditions, ' From these 
lists 100 counties -will be selecteji, 
and in these counties the Division 
of Road Economics will make inten- 
sive studies 


This investigation is prompted by 


the fact htut there is at present very 
little knowledge as to the most egee- 
tave and economical methods te^

The'Small Sheep Flock. 


Slieep raising on a small''scale !s 


almost: universally profitable on al- 
most'every larini'-but wben more than 
a;small: flock i^"kept:'qu'lt a different 
proposition is involved,- saps' Progres- 
sive Farmer. . With a small flock 
no special, pastures are required, and 
they .can be housed in.buildings'- usdd 
for the other stock without crowdlii^ 
and require little feed and practically 
no special attention. When a larger 
flock is;kept/two or more pastures 
should be maintained, ample houses 
for keeping dry without crowding 
provided, and an abundance of suit- 
able feei supplied. We advise the bo- 
ginner in this line of stock raising to 
procure .the best native ewes obtain- 
able in his locality and then buy a 
pure bred rain and with this small 
flock learn the business thoroughly 
before attempting to raise sheep :n 


• large numbers. 


Feeding the'Horse. 


The horse, moist especially of all 


stock, should have careful. attention 
in feeding. The hurried feeding, not 
preparing the grain properly, often 
causes bad results if not death. The 
ear corn before being put in the feed 
trough.should have the smutty, worm 
eaten grains removed. Then if the 
ear is struck against something solid 
It will be found that there will fall 
from it a great amount of worm dust. 
When shelled corn, or corn chops are 
being, fed they should first be put 
in water and the dust and chaff float- 
ed out. 
It is surprising the amount 


of rotten grains .there is among the- 
shelled, sacked corn. The heated and 
molded hay should not be fed to the 
horse. 
It will cause a bloat, a poi- 


sonous gas in the stomach, most es- 
pecially the work horse that has but 
little chance of getting green stuff, 
and, 
besides, there is but little food 


value in such hay.—Farm and Ranch. 


•/•' Kill Smut OH Seed Wheat. 
A pint of formalin and fifty ga'.lons 


ot water make a very effective solu- 
tion for treating seed wheat to pre- 
vent the appearance of smut. 
Tlie 


ormaliu can be purchased at the drug 
store for a small sum, and the farm 
pump will donate the water. Spread 
the wheat out on the barn floor and 
prinkle thoroughly with the solution, 
using a common sprinkling can. The 
wheat should be shoveled over and 
sprinkled again in order to wet every 
kernel with formalin. 
Old sacks, 


canvas, etc., should then be thrown 
over the heap and allowed to stand 
for a few hours. After this the wheat 
is ppread out and allowed to dry. 


The municipal authorities of Ber- 


lin have forbidden men to smoke 
while driving automobiles, ruling that 
many accidents have been due to the 
practice.—New Orleans States.

Dcath Rate on the Increaee. 


The death rate In Wisconsin fir tho 


past, three months Is slightly higher 
than It has been for six preceding 
years, according to the quarterly Aor- 
tality statement Issued by tho state 
board of health. During the months 
of January, February and March, 1914, 
8,223 deaths were reported by the va- 
rious local registrars throughout tho 
state. This corresponds to an annual 
death rat« of -13.36 per thousand esti- 
mated population. Comparing this rate 
with the rate of 12.93 per thousand for 
1908, a rate of 12. per thousand for 
1909, 
a rate of 12.2 per thousand for 


1910, 
a rate of 13.7 per thousand for 


1911, a rate of 12.77 per thousand for 
1912 
and a. rate of 13.27 per thousand 


for 1913 shows an Increase In tho rate 
over previous years. 
v 


Considering tho deaths reported by 


age groups • there is a decrease of 8 
in the number of deaths among chil- 
dren under one year of age, an in- 
crease of 11 in the age group from ona 
to four years and a decrease of 173 
in the iage group of G5 years and over 
as compared with the morality by age 
groups for 1913. 


The more important causes of death 


with the number of deaths from each 
disease Is as follows: 
Pulmonary tu- 


berculosis, 543; other tuberculosis, 97; 
typhoid fover, 34; diphtheria, 91; scar- 
let fev'Sr, 53; measles, 35; whooping 
cough, 20; pneumonia, 1,190; menin- 
gitis, 96; Influenza, 39; puerperal se- 
pticemla, 26; cancer, 476; and vio- 
lence, 342. Comparing the number of 
deaths from certain diseases for the 
months of January, February and 
March, this year, with a similar report 
for 1913, there is a- decrease In tho 
number of deaths reported as follows: 
Other forms of tuberculosis, 24; ty- 
phoid fever, 24; whooping cough, 30; 
meningitis, 23; influenza, 125 and puer- 
peral septicemla, 2. It should bo not- 
ed in this connection that there Is a 
marked decline In tho number of 
deaths reported from practically all of 
the dangerous, communicable diseases 
with the 
exception of diphtheria. 


There Is an increase in the number of 
deaths from tho following diseases: 
Pulmonary tuberculosis, IS; dlphtho- 
rla, 20; measles, 7; pneumonia, 73; 
cancer, 49 and violence, 21. 


The state health odlcer says that 


this increase "is not due to the preva- 
lence of any of the so-called preventa- 
ble diseases but results from chronic 
or deep-seated constitutional ailments 
which aro attributed in largo meas- 
ure to Improper living." 


Considering tho number of deaths 


from violence the report shows that 65 
resulted from suicide; 6G from acci- 
dental fractures; 43 from accidental 
burns and scalds; 35 from railroad ac- 
cidents; 18 from accidental drowning; 
13 from accidontal suffocation; 12 from 
accidental gunshot wounds; 12 from 
homicides; 6 from slreet cars and 3 
from accidental freezing.

National banks can now loan mo- 


ney on farm security since the new 
iederal reserve districts were formed 
Notice has just been sent out by the 
secretary of the tieasury to all the 
national banks giving them permis- 
sion to make part of their loans..on 
unencumbered farm pioperty These 
loans however must be for a term of 
five jears*'or less and will not be al- 
lowed to be placed on property that 
is not in the leserve district in which 
they are situated 
They are also re- 


stricted to loans of not more than 
one fourth of the amount of their 
capital stock and surplus 
The law 


requires that the land to be mortgag- 
ed shall not be-wild or cut over lands 
but must be an improved farm and 
that the land-shall be known to some 
of. the officials, of the bank. This is 
a great boon to the National banks 
who can now legally accommodate 
soine of their patrons whom they 
have been obliged to refuse loans to 
before because of the refusal of bank 
examiners to accept as good notes 
secured by mortgages on farm lands.
